NORFOLK, Va., April 9:—The Bra- 
zilian steamer Guajara, with passengers 
and freight, from Rio for New York, to- 
night was believed to be nearing Cape 
‘Henry in tow of the United Fruit steam- 
er Sixaola, which went to her assistance 
early today off Cape Hatteras. The 
Guajara wags reported to ‘be badly dis- 
abled, but the cause was: not twee.

OLD HUNT MANSION 
DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Firemen Waist Deep in /Mud 
Fight to Save Historic 
Landmark. 


STRETCH HOSE 3,000 FEET 


Bucket Brigade Failed to Quench 
Flames — Bullding was 
Erected in 1688. 


+ 

One of New York City’s most ven-" 
erable structures, known to some of the 
oldést inhabitants of the Bronx as the 
first Tiffany Mansion, but which real 
estate men said was the old Hunt 
Mansion, was destroyed, by fire in the 
Hunts Point section of the Bronx last 
evening. 

Firemen struggled through mud and 
mire reaching their knees to reach the 
blaze which ate up the historic dwelling 
as if it were tinder. More than 3,000 
feet of hose were stretched fram the 
East River to the property, but the fire- 
men could do little more than to prevent 
the flying sparks from setting fire to 
structures a considerable distance to the 
west. At one point the fire fighters were 
forced to. drag the hose across a ‘dyke in 
which the mud was waist deep. 

Boys who were alleged to Have made 
two previous attempts to burn down the 
building, unoccupied since last March, 
were alleged to have started the blaze. 
Charles F. Knapp, the caretaker of the 
property, formed a bucket brigade pbe- 
fore the Fire Departmeént reachéd ‘the 
scene, ‘but the water could not save the 
ancient. boards. He said later that the 
only articles of value that had been lost 
were three mantels that dated back to 
revolutionary days. 


Bullt Abeut 1688. 


The Hunt. Mansion was near the East 
River and some distance from the Hunts 
Point Road in the tract bought by the 
Bronx Terminal Company for a freight 
terminal, 

Historians differ upon the yéar the 
ola Hunt Mansion was built by Thomas 
Hunt, but the date is generally given 
as 1688. At least records have been found 
showfng that the old house was in ex- 
istence in 1698. In that year .Thomas 
Hunt, in ‘conveying what was. then 
known as the ‘‘Planting Neck’’: property 
to his son, mentioned his new dwelling 
and an orchard of three acres. The.same 
house and: orchard are mention in 
another deed in 1718. 

Many stories were told about the old 
mansion, its curious tower, and the old 
stone wall forming its west side. It was 
said that when Thomas Hunt and his 
wife, Elizabeth, who were the ancestors 
of the Leggett, Fox, and Tiffany fam- 
ilies, decided to build a house near the 
Sound taxes on lumber and building 
materials had been made so high by the 
British Government that Thomas de- 
clared he would build the house of stone. 

Hardly had the west wall been com- 
pleted before the onerous tax on lumber 
was removed, and Thomas decided to 
build the house of material.that made 
it such easy food for last night's fire. 
Its girders and rafters were hewn from 
solid oak, and its laths were cut from 
ash. In its chimney the masons used 
bricks brought over as ballast by Dutch 
sailing vessels. The open fire place be- 
gan to crumble away many years ago, 
and its last occupant no longer uged it, 
or the Dutch oven, and brought in 
stoves. 


Fortified Against Indians. 


‘From the living room where the old 

fireplace was built a narrow winding 
staircase ascénded to the tower so built 
that defenders of the house who were 
shooting at Indians from that vantage 
point could knock off invaders one by 
Raa if an entrance to the lower part 
of the house was forced. When this old 
jhouse becanie an architectural and his- 
torical relic visitors often ascended the 
spiral staircase and notéd how perfectly 
it was constructed so that every man 
who camé up could be promptly knocked 
to the bottom by a single blow on the 
head—and they could not come except 
in*single file. : 

Thomas Hunt, the? fourth, helped to 
organize the Committee ‘of Safety, and 
it was’ said that several of the meetings 
were held in the living room of the old 
mansion. ‘ Anyway, he aided in the or- 
ganization of the West Farms and Ford- 
ham Company of Minute Men..

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CAPTIVES TORTURED 


IN GERMAN GAMP 


Horrors of Wittenberg Are De- 
scribed in Report by British 
Government Committee. 


EVEN THE SICK STARVED 


German. Medical: Staff Abandoned 
Victims When Typhus Broke Out— 
Three of Six.British Doctors Died. 


LONDON, April 9.—The Government 
Committee on the Treatment in Ger- 
many of British Prisoners of War, of 
which the Hon. Mr. Justice Younger is 
Chairman, has issued a report on the 
tonditions prevailing in the Wittenberg 
camp during the typhus epidemic of last 
year. : 

The report is based on information 
from repatriated prisoners, and especial- 
ly from Major Priestley, Captain Vidal, 
and Captain Lauder of the Army Med- 
ical Corps, who were sent to the camp 
shortly after the outbreak of the epi- 
demic and who were recently released 


from Germany. The three officers men- 


tioned are the only survivors of six 
British doctors sent to the Wittenberg 
camp by the Germans ‘to take up,” 
says the report, ‘the place of. duty 
abandoned by their own medical staff 
when the presence of typhus mani- 
fested itself."’ ol tain 

The records of the epidemic kept by 
the British officers were taken from 
them before their départure from Ger- 
many, but the report gives: ‘in deétall 
the condition of the camp and the treat- 
ment of prisoners and patients, which 
the American Ambassador, James .W. 
Gerard, in. his report last November, 
said was ‘‘eveg more unfavorable than 
I had been led to expect.’’ 


Pitiable Condition ef the Men. 


According to the released officers, 
there are 15,000, and sometimes more, 
prisoners in the camp, which, the com- 
mittee says, ‘“‘is an enormous popula- 
tion for so restritted an area as ten and 
a half fcres.’’ There were no praper 
heating arrangements and the men were 
insufficiently clothed, their overcoats 
having been taken from them, “their 
other clothing being in rags. Many had 
neither boots nor socks. There was an 
insufficient ‘supply. of water and soap, 
and Major Priestley says he: found the 
men “ gaunt, of a peculiar gray pallor, 
and verminous.”* 

The supply of food was also insuffi- 
cient, even in the hospital, until supplies 
arrived from England. 

“The only provision’ for personal 
cleanliness made for the men,’’ says the 
report, ‘‘ was one cupful of soft soap 
issued at interyals of many weeks to a 
room containing 120. In consequence, 
the men became increasingly verminous, 
and that condition, coupled. with cold 
and want of proper nourishment, was 
undoubtedly the principal inducing cause 
of the epidemic.” 

The epidemic broke out.in December, 
1914. ‘‘ Thereupon,’’.says the report, 
“the German staff, military and medi-

French Positions Are _Penetrated 
‘Near Avocourt, But a Counter- 
attack Expels the Germans. 


LONDON, April 9.—The French have 
straightened their line on the Verdun 
front west of the Meuse by withdrawing 
from the Bethincourt salient, extending 
from Avocourt on the west to Cumiéres 
on the east, a‘distance of about four 
miles, while the greatest depth of terri- 


"|tery given up is about a mile. 


This was done Saturday night, and 
throughout Sunday the Germans’ at- 
tacked the new battle line with great 
violence. Le Mort Homme was the 
object of assaults made in close forma- 
tion; but these were repulsed with great 
slaughter, being caught under the fire 
of the French artillery and machine- 
guns. 

Northeast of Avocourt a German force 
gained a momentary advantage, but 
was immediately ejected from the 
trenches by a French counterattack. 

East‘ of the Meuse the French posi- 
tions on the Cdte du Poivre and in the 
Douaumont-Vaux region were subject- 
ed to heavy artillery attacks, but at- 
tempts of the German infantry to leave 
their trenches were thwarted by the 
French barrier fire. 

Intermittent artillery attacks were re- 
ported from the Woevre. ; 

The German official statement ig- 
nored the French -withdrawal* west of 
the Meuse, announcing ‘that “the sit- 
uation in all the theatres of war is gen- 
erally unchanged.” 

Tonight's. 

Says: 

In the Argoriné our artilléry concen-~ 
trated its fire. on the enemy’s com- 
munications,- Our. heavy batteries dur- 
ing these operations shelled a sector 
in the neighborhood Where important 
troop.gatherings and columns on the 
march were observed in the region of 
Montfaucon and Nantillois. Near Hill 
285 we exploded a mine, which crum- 
bled the enemy’s trench for a consid- 
erable length and destroyed a small 
post. ; 

To the west of the Meuse a violent 
battle, which lasted the entire day, 
was engaged on the whole of the front: 
from Avocourt to Cumiéres, and even 
spread to the eastern bank of the river. 

The premeditated evacuation of the 
Bethincourt salient, which was carried 
out Jast night, had enabled.us to es- 
tablish a. continuous line, beginning at 
the Avocourt corner and running along 
the first woody slopes to the.west of 
Hill 304, then along the southern bank 
of the Forges Brook to the northeast 
of Haucourt, and reaching our posi- 
tions a little to the south of the crogs- 
ing of the roads of Bethincourt-Esnes 
and Bethincourt-Chattancourt. 

The whole line was violently at- 
tacked by the enemy, but withstood 
the fiercest onslaughts. On the front 
of Le Mort Homme-Cumiéres the Ger- 
man attack met a sanguinary set- 
back. The attacking columns, which 
debouched in close formation from the 
Cumiéres Wood, were caught under 
the fire of our mitrailleuses and ar- 
tillery and dispersed, leaving behind 
hundreds of bodies on the ground. 

All attempts against Le Mort Homme 
were also repulsed with heavy losses. 

A simultaneous offensive movement 
against our positions between the 
Avocourt Wood and the Forges Brook 
met fierce resistancé on the part of 
our troops, which everywhere repulsed 
the enemy. Finally the enemy, through 
an attack against one of our works 
to the northeast of Avocourt, at the 
southern outskirts of the Wood, suc- 
ceeded monemtarily in gaining a foot- 
hold in our trenches, but were-thrown 
out at once through a counterattack. 

To the. east of the Meuse the enemy 
artillery was very acl ve against our 
organizations at the ‘Cdte du Poivre, 
and.in the region of Douaumont-Vaux, 
as well as on the whole of our sec- 
ond line. Kept in check by our cur- 
tain fires, the infantry attackers were 
unable to debouch. ee 

In the Woevre there has been an in- 
termittent bombardment, 

The text of the French afternoon 
statement is as. follows: 

West of the Meuse there was feeble 
activity by the artillery. during the 
night.

Military Expert Raises Question 
About Guard’s Equipment. 


J. B. W. Gardiner, milit expert and

NEW CLOTHING SENT TROOPS. 


$250,000 in Mexican Coin Also Goes 
to Them from Columbus. 


COLUMBUS, N. M., April 9.—Amer- 
ican troops in the field in Mexico soon 
will be equipped with new clothing to 
replace that torn into shreds in the 
strain of the campaign. A consign- 
ment of shoes, hats, uniforms, sweat- 
ers, and other wearing apparel, valued 
at $100,000, was forwarded south along 
the American line of communication to- 
day.

Engineer’s Quick Wit Saves Lives 
Near Waterbury, Conn. 


Special to The New York Times. 

THOMASTON, Conn., . April 9%— 
Prompt action on the part of Engineer 
,Carl H. Holme of Waterbury saved 
many lives on the New Haven Road to- 
day, and only sixteen persons were in- 
jured when his train, running thirty- 
six miles an hour from Winsted. to 
Bridgeport, by. way of Waterbury, was 
deraileq by a half-open switch between 
here and Waterbury. When about 400 
feet from the switch frog at Jericho 
siding, which had become clogged with 
snow, Engineer Holme threw on the 
emergency brakes. The momentum of 
the train was suddenly slackened, and 
only the engine, baggage car, and two 
coaches left the rails. 

The locomotive went down an em- 
bankment, carrying with it Engineer 
Holme and his fireman, but neither was 
geriously hurt. The more seriously in- 
jured are Edward Bassone of Longe 
ton, in a Waterbury hospital with his 
left leg broken; Dominick Quelewek of 
Torrington, broken jaw, and Mrs. Yule 
Ingst of Torrington, left knee fractured. 

Among those slightly injured were 
Alice Mygilvany, Charles Smith, William 
Segal, wrence Fein, and Gertrude 
Rose, all of New York, and Joseph Bar- 
ton, J. Russell, and Samuel Lavette, all

Pictures Show the Execution of 


Arms ‘Manual and the 
Handling of Guns. 


GEN. WOOD APPROVES IDEA 


Films to be Sent to All Points for 
Instruction Where No Trained 
Officers Are Available. 


For the benefit of Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood, members: of his staff, officers 
from Governors Island, and recruits of 
the Officers’ Training Corps for News- 
papermen, a private view of the com- 
pleted sections of a series of moving 
pictures, which have been prepared with 
the sanction of the War Department, 
illustrating the rufliments of military 
training, were shown Yesterday after- 
noon at the Wurlitzer Art Rooms, 120 
West, Forty-first Street. The. series of 
pictures, which have been arranged for 
exhibition throughout the country, were 
intended as a means of supplementing 
the work of drill officers for civilians, 
in cases where it was not possible to 
assign officers of the regular army for 
instruction duty. : 

The new system of teaching drill by 
pictures,. prepared under the supervision 
of Sherwood M. Hard, represents, by 
accurate and specially posed examples, 
the proper methods of executing setving- 
up exercises, the manual of arms, squad 
drill, the use of the bayonet, the 
mechanism of the army rifles, and the 
use of first-aid equipment. 

The portions of the series which were 
exhibited yesterday showed “ plebes "’ 
at West Point being put through reg- 
ulation calisthenics, and special pictures 
‘ot Capt. Herman J. Koehler, tor many 
years Supervisor of Athletics at West 
Point, executing the prescribed ex- 
ercises alone. A series of pictures il- 
lustrating the manual of arms took up 
the major portion of the reel. 

At the close of the series of pictures, 
Captain Kilbourne. of the General Staff 
at Governors Island explained the uses 
to which the pictures might ve pu. . 
counteracting our lack of sufficient drill 
officers to make an army of volunteers 
fit for active service in a short time, 
should the need arise. He d the use 
of motion pictures to drill large num- 
bers of men in scattered parts of the 
country, would insure the uniform train- 
ing necessary to enable bodies of fresh 
troops, whether trained in Maine or 
Calitornia, to be drilled together with- 
out readjustment or loss of time. The 
use of the phonograph, to supplement 
the pictures would, he said, give the 
accurate inflection for commands. 

By shortening the time required to 
make a soldier of a citizen, he said, the 
picture method of instruction for re- 
cruits would prove of great advantage, 
although he admitted that the exact 
time saved by the new system of in- 
struction would have to be pcre by its 
use. In case of a national crisis, even 
a small shortening of the time would be 
of inestimable service, he said. 

At the close of the meeting, General, 
Wood, in answer to a request for his 
opinion upon the uses of the new sys- 
tem, said it had his hearty approval as 
providing an accurate and uniform 
method of instruction for the recruit. 
He advised, he said, that the pictures 
should be given slowly, in order that 
the various minutiae of the manual of 
arms might be carefully studied. Gen- 
¢ral Wood also repeated the obvious 
uses of the method in augmenting the 
work of the drill officer, mentioning the 
fact that the shortage of officers who 
could be released from their regular 
duties with the army for drill duty 
made the adoption of the new method 
of double value. 

It was said poner’ that, in its com- 
pleted form, the series .of pictures would 
be divided into sections, for use in short 
lectures covering one subject at a time. 
As each motion is executed several 
times in each picture, and a board, on 
which the commands which are being 
followed are printed, appears in each, 
the repetition of the proper method of 
pusouting the order will, it is expected, 
save the time which is required in the 
matter of correction during the actual 
drilling of the recruit. A further use 
for the films by the regular army. has 
been suggested as a means of correct- 
ing carelessness in drilling among the 
regular troops. ‘ 


NEW LIFE-SAVING SERUM. 


Intended for ‘Those Unconscious 
from Drowning or Gas. 


Special to The New,York Times. 
BALTIMORE, April 9.—A departure in 
medical science, which if successful will 
revolutionize the treatment of persons 
apparently dead from drowning or as- 
phyxiation, is now being experimented 


with at the Johns Hopkins Hospital. It 
consists of the injection of a serum to 
stimulate the blood to such an extent as 
will form a reaction on the heart. This 
will keep the patient alive until the ap- 
paratus Ltd some time ago. to 
clear the lungs can be put into use. 

“The serum has been tried on animals 
in. the laboratories in the institution, 
and’in several cases has been success- 
ful, However, in most of the cases there 
have been after effects, such as high 
blood pressure or hardening of the 
arteries. According to the A gyi tpn yes 
the serum can be perfected, it will re- 
vive patients even after several hours of 
unconsciousness. In the case of one 
animal the serum was injected four 
hours after the drowning took place and

Mr. Roosevelt declared he favured: the 
Australian system ‘of starting -boys in 
elementary military training when. they 
were young and ai the receptive age. 

‘“*I don’t believe in the. theory that if 
there is no preparation there is no 
trouble,”’ he said. ‘‘I don’t believe in a 
negative righteousnes. History has 
proved that all wars are the results of 
the particular ambition of a militaristic 
leader or party. We don’t want a large 
army, but we want.a large number of 
citizens who know something about car- 
rying a gun."’ ¢ 

The congregation packed the church, 
and Mr. Roosevelt, who spoke with 
marked clearness and ease, so pleased 
them that at the conclusion of his speech 
there was short applause.

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FOR A MUCH STRONGER NAVY 


Universal Military. Service’ and 
Mobilization of Economic Re-: 
sources Also Part of Project. 


- Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 9.—The Cham- 
ber ‘of Commerce of the United States 
has begun a referendum on prepared- 
ness, asking 700 commercial bodies in 
the United States to vote for or against 
a plan of national defense devised by 
a committee of which Bascom Little, 
President of the Cleveland Chamber of 
Commerce, is Chairman. The bodies 
to which the question is being submitted 
have a membership of approximately 
300,000. 

The committee recommends that a 
council of national defense,be created 
by law to agsist in the development of 
an adequate and continuing policy; that 
a staff of mobilization be created by 
law and maintained in time of peace to 
insure the most effective use of the 
economic resources of the United States 
in time of war; that a program of 
naval construction be adopted suffi- 
cient, at least; to restore the United 
States to a position of second naval 
power in the Atlantic, with a surplus 
in the Pacific sufficient to protect the 
coasts, possessions, trade routes, Canal 
Zone and adjacent territory. 

The committee favors the creation by 
law of a Genera] Staff for the navy by 
strengthening the present office of Na- 
val Operations or otherwise. A recom- 
mendation is made that the regular army 
be increased until, with its trained re- 


serves, it shall be sufficient to furnish 
the first line of land defense. 

rther, the committee recommends 
that universal military. training be 
adopted, and that a fundamental feat- 
ure of the national policy for supplying 
war, material should be to educate pri- 
vate industry in ‘time of peace in the 
manufacture of such material, underf 
Government regulation of prices, rather 
than to trust to production in Govern- 
nt plants alone. 
It is urged by the committee that the 
educative arrangements with private 
manufacturers for the production of war 
material in time of peace serve not only 
to supply current needs of the army and 
navy, but also to accumulate a reserve 
of war material sufficient to supply the 
land and sea forces, both regular and 
reserve, from the beginning of a possi- 
ble war until such ‘tire as the industries 
of the country could produce the in- 
creased supplies required.

“‘ Luckily China has.as leader at pres- 
ent a man of proved ability and patriot- 
ism, who has the, confidence of Chinese 
business men and foreign financiers. 
The great majority of the Chinese peo- 
ple—the educated people, the only ones 
in whom a national spirit and interest 
in national affairs, rather than in the 
Narrow business of the village com- 
munity, has as ye 
recognize this; and they will support 
Yuan, knowing that the discord in the 
southern provinces is foménted by a 
common enemy. Left to herself, China’ 
commercial and political growth would 
be of advantage to all nations, Japan 
included; but the Japanese, it seems 
to me, are trying to displace orderly 
growth by the business of grab. 

“I have some reason to believe, too, 
from information given me by Ameri- 
cans in Japan, that the Japanese Gov- 
ernment, displeased by the attitude of 
Great ‘Britain toward its inese 
schemes, ic tending toward a rapproche- 
ment with Germany.

‘The Russo-Japanese entente was of

many more profitable in the immediate 
present. It séems.to me significant that 
the Russfan counteroffensive to re- 
lieve the pressure on,.Verdun was not 
more pronounced. If the supply of 
Japanese munitions had been as unre- 
stricted, the Far Eastern arrangement 
with Japan as undisturbed, as it was a 
few months o, it seems to me the 
Russians would have been free to divert 
tauch more of their force to an energetic 
attack cn the eastern front of the Ger- 
manic’ allies.-while men and munitions 
were being used up at Verdun. If Ver- 
dun falls it will have,-I believe, a 
tremendous moral effect and might well

It must 
control, or the protection of those 
indispensable forest ‘regions is rot’ in 
its power. New York @ity. is vitally 
interested in the Catskill Preserve: as 
a saféguard of the watershed where 
are the sources and feeders’ of its 
‘water supply. That safeguard is in 
danger so long as the State has not 
the power to acquire and keep cov- 
ered with wood a good deal of pri- 
vate land, now liable to denudation. 
And the time may come when the 
Adirondacks will have to be tapped 
for the needs of the vastly populous 
city of no distant future. 

_The pioneer lumberers in the Cats- 
kills and the Adirondacks were con- 
tent with © the soft swoods, usually 
pine. Then the ‘big spruce went the 
way, of the pine. A little later the 
axe spared no spruce and balsam, and 
a@ good deal of hemlock was felled. 
The hard wood was usually let alone. 
Much less useful as an anti-evapora- 
tionist and stream guardian than the 
primitive soft woods, the hard wood, 
where not ravaged by fire, has none 
the less had a valuable . function 
in storing moisture and preserving 
stream-flows. Now much of the land 
it covers is threatened with or al- 
ready subjected to denudation. Not, 
“as in unploughed Maine the lum- 
berer’s gang,” not by slow driving 
along the rivers, the practice of the 
earlier forest-clearers, is the work 
done in this too scientific age. Great 
lumber concerns build their own rail- 
roads through .their lands and leave 
them bare. A few large corporations 
proceed according to the methods of 
scientific forestry. It is not their 
lands, but those whose forest cover 
is being stripped, that the Conserva- 
‘tion Commission will acquire if the 
proposed. referendum should be an- 
swered affirmatively by the people. -

dack regions are, and will be more 
and more every year, vacation and 
play grounds of the people of New 
York. The more reasons for keeping 
their forests untouched, their streams 
in: flow.

A NAVY ORGANIZED FOR PEACE. 

The failure and inefficiency for war 
that are inevitable in a military or naval 
service organized and administered for 
peace and politics are strongly illus- 
trated by a report that was made on 
the British War Office after the Boer 
war. A Commission headed by Lord 
EsHER was. appointed to investigate 
the organization and methods of the 
British War Office apd to outline 
plan of re-organization for the proper 
and efficient management of military 
affairs in England. This Commission 
entered upon its work with keen intel- 
ligence, and its _Feport has been re- 
garded as a cldssic in its analysis of 
the principles that must govern in the 
control of a military service. 

In the first paragraphs of its re- 
port this Commission declared that its 
investigations had demonstrated that 
the British War Office was organized 
and administered “solely with a view 
to peace,” and the Comfnission there- 
fore recognized in the beginning of its 
work of reorganization that it “ must 
make a clean; breach with thé past.” 
The navy of the United States is not 
ready for war today in any depart- 


ment or in any of its fleets. Tho/: 


reason for this condition is exactly the 
same aa that given by the Esher Com- 
mission $r the inefficiency of the 
English Army system—our Navy De- 
partment is organized “ solely with a 
view to peace”’; and we might add as 
.@ further reason for its failure that 
It is administered too largely in the 
interests of politics. 

Any business concern would-go into 
bankruptcy in six months if it were 
subjected to a systermn of management 
like that which prevails at the Navy 
Department. As an illustration and 
@ parallel, suppose a doctor, a lawyer, 
or. a newspaper editor with no ex- 
perience in railroad affairs were se- 
lected to be Prqsident of a great rail- 
road company every four years—or 
probably oftener—by another man 
equally lacking in any conception of 
railroading methods.: And suppose, 
further, that,ttie President so selected, | 
with no knowledge of the great organ- | 
ization placed under his charge, ptoved 
to be a man with fads and personal 
hobbies so strong that he. would listen 
to no advice from his subordinates 
who may have served from - boyhood 
and risen through every grade in the 
railroad business, and, still further, 
suppose that this new President, 
totally ignorant of every detail of his 
new business, was completely unham-

‘tradition, and to remove from. office 
every man, however experienced, and 
replace him with a personal favorite 
or with somebody ‘who would bend 
meekly and subserviently, to the mds- 
ter’s will .Is it not. easy to

A review of the testimony recently 
given before the Naval Committee, 
and the most casual consideration of 
the principles-that should govern in 
the administration of the great navy 
of a great nation, will demonstrate 
that such a navy can never be effi- 
cient nor ready for “war with a de- 
partment organized and administered 
as our Navy Department is today. 
It is imperative that we should have 
a Council of National Defense and a 
Naval General Staff to decide upon a 
national policy and -to- secure con- 
tinuity of military methods at the 
Navy Department from year to year, 
instead of the periodical upheavals 
and turmoil with which the navy is 
now inflicted. ‘The consideration of 

perpetual peace and the unscrupulous 
demands of politics must give way to 


ciency in war and to the dignified 
recognition of the navy as a military 
force. We “must make a complete 
breach with the past”’ in the organ- 
ization and management of the re

THE MILITARY BILL. 

That section of the Senate’s MiNtary 
bill providing for a volunteer army. of 
citizens was saved after a heated and 
protracted debate by a majority of two 
votes. The persistent work of the Na- 
tional Guard lobby was so far eff¢ct- 
ive that the section barely escaped 
elimination. Yet the National Guard 
is well cared for in this bill, and 
especially in the House Dill, which 
will have, equal consideratiop . in 
the conference. Payment from the 
National Treasury is provided for offi- 
cers and privates. Provision is made 
for representation of the State soldiery 
on the Army General Staff. Mr. Hay, 
in the House bill, has made elaborate 
provision for what he considers a com- 
plete federalization of the organized 
militia, , 

It is difficult to see, if we are to take 
these measures seriously, how the ex- 
istence of a volunteer force directly 
under Federal control could affect the 
development of the Guard. But there 
is abundant evidence that the idea of 
federalization is not taken seriously 
even by persons who have warmly ad- 
Yocated the plan. Mr. Kincaip of Syra- 
cuse, for example, who has been urg- 
ing federalization with eloquence, in- 
troduces in the New York Legislature, 
on the very eve of the accomplishment 
of his purpose, a biligto provide for 
general manoeuvres of the National 
Guard in this State. Another pending 
bill provides for the extension of the 
Guard, a matter that is specifically 
provided for in Mr. Hay’s bill. In op- 
position to a State Constabulary law, 
Adjt. Gen. SToTEsBURY has lafély made 
the suggestion, with perfect gravity, 
that part of the National Guard shall 
be detailed for police patrol duty. Ob- 
viously these facts clearly indicate 
that, In the prevailing National Guard 
view, federalization is merely a useful 
word of six syllables, But the fight to 
obtain provision for a citizen force 
under direct Federal control will be 
continued to the end. 

Meanwhile there are other sections 
of both the military bills which must 
not be lost sight of. In the guise of a 
plan to establish a national laboratory 
for the extraction of nitrogen from the 
@ notorious scheme which was 
fastened on last year’s River and 
Harbor bill and defeated, and was 
stricken out of the same measure this 
year, has been stealthily incorporated 
in Mr. Hayr’s Military bill. This is de- 
signed to improve the Tennessee River, 
at the Mussel Shoals, near Florence, 
Ala., for the benefit of owners of prop- 
erty in the neighborhood.

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THE ADMINISTRATION'S SHIPPING 
BILL. 

According to a dispatch from. Port- 
land, Ore., the largest cargo of wheat 
laden on a sailing vessel this season, 
worth more than the price of the Brit- 
ish bark, ‘was unable to clear on 
Saturday for lack of a crew. A Nor 
wegian sailing vessel also was de- 
tained, and a third departed only 
after prolonged delay. From Seattle 
comes the report that an American 
ship with cargo for Australia de- 
parted without even one seaman cer- 
tified under the La Follette law, none 
being discoverable in any Puget 
Sound port. The Seattle Merchants’ 
Exchange telegraphed Secretary Rep- 
FIELD that eleven vessels foreign 
bound: had-been delayed seventy days, 
but that Japanese vessels were clear- 
ing from British Col: ports 
without trouble, Nevertheless there 
is to be no repetition of the sailing 
of the American ship without certi- 
fied seamen, The Department of 
Commerce telegraphed Seattle on Sat- 
urday. that there: was no authority to 
dispense with the law, and that clear- 
ances could notjbe granted,-unless the 
Certified seamen wete aboard. -

‘Pacific trade. At Norfolk four sail- 
ing, vessels were detained last week 
for lack, of seamen. They are laden 
with coal for South American ports 
and are expecting return cargoes, 
which they will lose unless they ar 
rive when due. The situation is so 


‘serious there that the immigration of- 


fice has reported it to Washington. 
It is instructive to compare these 
facts with the theories upon which 
the La Fotlette law was passed and 
defended after its passage. Mr. Furv- 
SETH no longer cin complain that the 
law. is not enforced, but he is still 
sure that his beneficent intentions ave 
balked by corrupt influences. There 

three or four hundred million dol- 
lars of American money invested in 
foreign shipping, he says, and the 
owners object to the liberation of their 
slaves, Mr. FuRUsETH does not say 
why so much moné¢y is invested in 
foreign shipping, nor why, the seamen 
aboard remain in slavery while Amer- 
Moan seamen refuse to go to sea under 
his act. 

The Seamen’s act is defended by the 
Chairman of the House Committee, 
which now is pushing the Administra- 
tion’s companion bill for the upbuild- 
ing of the American marine. In his 
remarks in this city Mr. ALEXANDER 
said: “If we do-not pass this legisla- 
“tion at this session of Congress I shall 
“consider it not less than g national 
“ calamity.” This bill.is placed second 
on the Administration program, above 
even preparedness and:the Govern- 
ment armor-plate plant, Yet the rec- 
ord shows that only the failure to pass 
this bill has prevented an experience 
like that with its twin bill. If the 
Government Shipping bill had passed 
a year. ago there would have been no 
guch revival in the American ship- 
‘building industry as has been experi- 
enced, and which can be stopped only 
by Government competition. This is 
proved by the abandonment of the 
leading features of the bill, whose de- 
feat would be considered a “ national 
calamity” by Athe saviors of the 
country’s commerce. Last week Mr. 
ALEXANDSR himself proposed further 
alterations of the bill, which he regard- 
ed as perfect before. For the impracti- 
cable domestic regulation of rates 
upon international highways Mr. AL- 
EXANDER substitutes proposals for em- 
powering a Federal Shipping Board to 
co-operate with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to prevent abuses 
like rebates, the maintenance of 
“fighting ships” in unfair competi- 
tion, refusal of accommodations by 
discrimination against certain ship- 
pers, and otherwise. The Government 
already has been worsted in litigation 
against these “ abuses,” which are ca- 
pable of being otherwise described. 
There are Grand Juries or other re- 
sources of prosecution at each end of 
the ocean routes. Corruption and op- 
pression of commerce, about which 
there are no differences of opinion, 
may bé punished without new ma- 
chinery~ 

No doubt the Shipping bill is even 
better intentioned than the La Fol- 
lette-Furuseth law, not being de- 
signed for the benefit of a limited 
class at the expense of all other 
classes, under the pretense of human- 
ity. But both alike are repugnant’ to 
the class-for whose benefit they are 
designed. If the Administration 
wishes to assist seamen and shipping, 
why does it not propose what they 
ask for instead of what they reject? 

If that is too difficult, why not take 
the easiest way? Why not wait un- 
til the discordant interests come to- 
gether of themselves and agree what 
is necessary for their common good? 


The enactment of contentious meas-' 


ures is only Government intervention 
in a trade dispute, not the enactment 


of either prosperity or humanity. And 


often the progress of events pyts both 
sides in the wrong. Only a few 
months ago American commerce was 
abandoning the Pacific. Now there 
is a prospect of its returning, under 
influences superior to the discourage- 
ments of. the La Follette law, and 
without the aid of the Adminis- 
tration’s Shipping bill. According to 
the San Francisco press, the only limit 
to transpacific trade is the tonnage 
available. There are no submarines 
on the Pacific, and those routes are 
absorbing trade properly belonging to 
the Atlantic. Cash is offered for woods 
not.obtainable before June, at the 
earliest, and not. promised then. 
Every day the Pacific. cable brings 
hurry orders without limit, not only 
from China and Japan, but from 
Russia and Australia. Price is no 
object for steel, iron, chemicals, 
everything to eat, drink, wear, or 
work with. Accordingly it was an- 
nounced last week that the Oriental 
Alliance Steamship Comparly (capital 
$10,000,000) is about to place on the 
transpacific routes eleven American 
freighters with American crews. 
That is the result of high profits 
and high rates, They are influences 
superior to any legislation. Why pro- 
ceed with the Administration program 
when commerce is so self-helpful? _

Insist Cost of Government Has In- 
creased $10,000,000 In Year—Com- 
parisons with Glynn Appropriations. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 9.—In.:view of the 
fact that,Governor Whitman's greatest | 2@ 
claim to achiévement in his administra- 
tion is that of financial reform, Dem- 
ocrats are comparing the 1916 appropri- 
ations with those of 1914, the last year 
the ocrats controlled the State Gov- 
ernmént. 

The 1916 appropriations will be close 
to $63,000,000. The appropriations of 
1914 wére $48,000,000. The Democrats 
assert that this means that under Gev- 
ernor Whitman's administration the cost 
of State Government has advanced $15,- 
000,000. The Republicans, however, as- 
serted last year that the 1915 appropria- 
tions of $64,000,000 were made. necessary 
by a deficit of. $11,000,000, due to the 
Glynn administration's failure to sup- 
ply sufficient funds for the conduct of 
the State Government. On that theory 
the normal appropriations of 1915 would 
Rave been $53,000,000. Therefore, upon 
this Republican theory, the Democrats 
Say, the cost of State Government in- 
creased from 1915 to 1916 by about 
$10,000,000. 

Taking Republican figures.as a basis 
an analysis of the appropriations figures 
of the last three years show an ad- 
vance of at least. $10,000,000 in the ap- 
propriations for State Government. 
Whether that increase took place be- 
tween 1914 and 1915 or 1915 and 1936 is 
a matter of bookkeeping. 

While on its face the 1916 Appropria- 
tion bill carries $58,652,478.82, it pro- 
vides that $2,000,000 of the balance of 
$12,000,000, which should revert to the 
State Treasury on July 1 because of the 
change of the beginning of the fiscal 
year from Oct. 1 to July 1, may be 
*“‘ obligated for expenditure,’’ meaning 
for service that will be rendered in al- 
most every instance after July 1, which 
may properly be charged to expenditures 
for the year beginning on that date. 
In addition the leaders count on the 
passage of special appropriations of $2,- 
000,000, among which will be $500,000 
for the National Guard and $250,000 for 
the proposed new State Constabulary. 
This brings the total to about $63,000,- 
000. . On its face this, too, appears to 
be $1,000,000 l@ss than last«year’s ap- 
propriations, but the 1915 bill carried 
between $4,000,000 and $5,000,000 for 
items entirely omitted from the 1916 Ap- 
propriation bill as follows: Canal con- 
struction, ,054,000; special construc- 
tion of pu lic works, $274,000; lapsed 
activities, $548,000, and state census, 
$465,000. 


This, then, from a bookkeeping stand- 
point, makes the 1916 ate niger 
about $4,000,000. above those of 
year.
